THE CHARACTER OF THE DISEASE. 


■ Nervous debility, or sexual -weakness, may be simply defined as the flow 
of vital fluid without tlie proper union, of the sexes. Whether the flow is 
voluntary, that is, produced by the free will of the individual, or involuntary, 
it is still, to all intents and purposes, an unnatural action, and must conse¬ 
quently be classed under the same general heading. This unnatural, and con¬ 
sequently unhealthy condition, when continued for any considerable length of 
time, leads to a functional derangement of the nervous system, which is 
itself followed by an alarming train of mental and pliysical disorders, every 
one of which can be clearly traced to the doings of this disease. 


While every reputable physician who has treated 
Spermatorrhea' has frankly admitted tlie disease to be, 
in all of its pliascs, one of the most serious derange¬ 
ments that they arc called upon to overcome, some few 
have contended that it is injudicious to apprise the patient or tlie public at 
large of the true terrors tliat attend upon the worst stages of the disorder.

j We shall, therefore, endeavor to clearly trace, according to our Own ob¬ 
servations aided by the experience of recognized authorities, the C£i.uses 
iwhich lead to spermatorrhea, how its presence may be detected, what results 
^ensue to those who may neglect to effect a permaneut cure, and how the 
disorder may be successfully treated. 






The symptoms of this malady are numerous and so 
common that even the unprofessional observer may, 
in his daily walks, note many a vicfiin with afmost un¬ 
erring certainty. We ^yi^ give in detail a few of the 
more mj^rked symptoms. It will be observed that some of the symptoms are 
common to spermatorrhea, and other sexuel disorders, especially masturba¬ 
tion; indeed, many of the symptoms of spermatorrhea are present in more 
active form in that greatest of ail the causes of spermatorrhea, viz: mastur¬ 
bation. 

A victim of spermatorrhea may often bo recognized,by the expression of 
the face. The skin is pale and sallow, prematurely wrinkled, and som^ 
times marked with blotches and pimples. A dark circle surrounds the eyes, 
and the eyeball is dull and expressionless, with widely dilated pupils. The 
face is often thin, with an anxious and sad expression. In place of thin¬ 
ness, we liavG seen in some cases the face bloated, with a dull, 
soggy expression, convoying the idea of listlossness and despondency. Tile 
manner is seldom bold and manly, but on the contrary, there is an air‘‘of 
effeminacj’' and cowardice. 

Society is distasteful, and companions are shunned. Memory'is detective, 
and the victim is often at a loss for a word or a name. He cannot fix his 
attention for any considerable time upon any subject, and a continued process 
of thought, or a simple arithmetical calculalion, wearies aud exhausts liim. ‘

His speech is often embarrassed and awkward; h6 
talks wiihouc directness, and apparently at random. 
In advanced cases the mental disx)rder is more serious^ 
merging into delnsional insanity and dementia.

The urine is generally pale,’but sometimes high colored and loaded ^th^, 
sediment. - 

The general system is weak, as shown by a quick, feeble pulse, short and 
htifrled breathing, cold and sweaty hands and feet, and general decline ofj 
muscular vigor; In some cases pain is absent, but in many there is weakness: 
arid pain in the back and under the shoulder blades, pain in the penis and 
testicles and about the loins, with a burning or smarting sensation on passing 
urine. 


Dyspeptic troubles are often present, as denoted by 
a variable appetite, formation and expulsion .of gaseS,- 
with coiisripaiion or diarrhea. The patient frequently 
complains of headache, weakness in iho knees, with 
pain In the calves of the legs and feet. 

Of-course, the most important and essential symptom is some form of 
seminal loss. Special symptoms pfu’taining to particular forms of sperma¬ 
torrhea will be detailed when these forms are unrlor discussion. The more 

prominent, general symptoms mentioned servo to show the wide scope of a 
malady which loaves its dread impress upon every portion of the body and

render that no ohe remedy or line of treatment can cure 
_ all eases of sperraatorrhea. The methods of treatment 

slionld vary the cause of the disease, and the- pe¬ 
culiarities of each individual patient Hence the importance of considthig 
an experienced and cateful physician, who has been trained by years of prac¬ 
tice, in the various forms of ibis malady. While sperniato-rrhea may be the 
result of any of the above causes, it Is undoubtedly true that the gi'eat ma¬ 
jority of cases are attributable solely to the pernicious habit of masturbation.

ACQUIRED sion, is the generally understood meaning 6t the term 

.. . .. .* masturbation. The more common means effecting 

this excitement is by titiilation, or friction with the hand. Other and more 
ingenious methods have been brought to our notice, but however produced, 
the injurious effect is the same. Few oufsicle of the medical profession have 
any id«i of the extent of ihis baneful px'actiee. No age is exempt, and thd 
means of acquiring the habit are likely to be brought to the notice of every 
child In a variety of ways, before the age of puberty Is reached, In many 
chlldreu the^xual instinct is from earliest infancy, and such may accidentally 
discover that a peculiar pleasure results from titillation of penis or clitoris. 
More often, however, the act is learned from older companions, and thus the 
practice spreads through families, schools and neighborhoods. * ♦ » 

* ♦ * Not infrequently the origin of the practice may be traced to 
ignorant or licentious female nurses, and sometimes to depraved men of 
matum age. In a thousand ways the sensitiveness of the genital organs to 
the touch, is liable to become known, and the evil practice is commenced, 
while the victim Is In utter ignorance of wrong-doing or the terrible results 
which so surely follow. 

Naturally the mischief is wrought in secret, aud parents and guardians 
seldom find out or suspect that the ruinous work is going on. Should their 
suspicions become aroused, n criminal, false delicacy in the majority of cases 
prevents them from taking appropriate measures to stop, or remedy the evil.

any intfeUtion or suspicion of wrong, and with no knowledge of the sure and 
swift penalties which follow, the child in most cases becomes addicted to a

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destxructlve habit, and yet parents, “with a foolish, and mistaken dread'that 
they -may say or suggest something indelicate, permit the evil to go on TVith*^ 
out a word of warning. Sucli conduct Is moral cowardice in its worst form. 
Thosfe who have children committed to their charge cannot thus avoid 
responsibility without guilt. • ' 


Lc't parents throw aside this false semblance of deli¬ 
cacy and show that they are worthy of their trust by 
warning their children of the pitfalls that beset tbelr 
path, and if perchance a child has erred let them lose 
no time in placing him under proper medical care. 

Children will arrive at a knowledge of their sexual functions at an early 
age in some way, and the only question is, shall that knowledge be imparted 
by a Judicious parent or teacher, who can point out at the same time the evil 
results of perverted practice, or shall the information come from a debased 
companion, ignorant or careless of consequences? 

It seems to me that the dutj' of parents is plain and imperative. The 
following extract, from a letter of a young man of twenty-two to his physi¬ 
cian, presents a picture of the experience of far too many of the ignorant 
victims of masturbation: “I fear you may think me somewhat too presum¬ 
ing if I say how entirely I agree with you as to the desiroableness, not to say 
absolute duty, of parents and others duly to caution youths as to their conduct, 
in early life relating to sexual matters.” Said one of our patients—a prom¬ 
inent merchant: “Had my father taken such a course with me, I am fully 
Justified in saying I should not have fallen into an error which I now most 
deeply deplore. I went to a large public school, and tliere, of course, be¬ 
came acquainted with liie practice of masiurbniion, and almost equally as 
a matter of course, indulged in iho habit, and witiiont a thought of its baneful 
consequences, have practiced it for year.<.' I .see now. and deeply regret the 
; great folly of which I have been guilry. but am 1 wrong in feeling some indig¬ 
nation of having not been put better on my guard by those I considered my 
instructors?” 



i}UTYTO YOUR 
CHILDREN 


A celebrated physician says: “However young the 
children may be, they get tbiu, pale, and irritable, and 
their features become haggard. 'We notice the sunken 
eye, the long, cadaverous-looking couuteaauce, and the 
downcast lock which seems to arise from a consciousness in the boy that 
his habits are suspectqd, and at a later period, from the ascertained fact thaty 
Iris virility is lost. Habitual masturbators have a dark, cold, moist hanf 
very characteristic of great vital exhaustion; their sleep is short, and great

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deblity comes on; they may gradually waste away, if the evil'passion is* not 
mastered; nervous symptoms set in, such as spasmodic contraction, or partial 
or entire convulsive movements, together with epilepsy or a species of 
paralysis. * ♦ ♦ Besides these symptoms, there are many signs wbioh 
should warn a parent to use all precautionary measures. If the vicious habit 
Is left off or has not been long practiced, the recuperative power of nature ia 
the child will soon repair the mischief, which appears to act principally upon 
the nervous system, for in very many young boys no semen is lost If, 
however, the habit is continued, very serious results—disease and death- 
may happen, even to the very young. 


As childhood advances to youth and passes the ago 
of puberty, the habit of masturbation, if. unarrestCd 
by kindly warning and friendly counsel, binds its un¬ 
conscious victim with stronger chains. Indulgence is 
practiced more and more frequently, and each act is now accompanied with 
copious seminal losses, which greatly overtax the system, and sooner or later 
develop into one of the dreaded forms of spermatorrhea. 

At this period the wrong-doer usually begins to realize something of the 
evil he has brought upon himself by his oynx ignorance, indiscretion and 
folly. 

Accidentally, perhaps, be is led to read some work upon venereal disease^ 
or more often his own failing mental and physical power compel him to seek 
relief and enlightenment:. I can imagine no more pitiable condition than that 
of the conlirmed masturbator, who for the first time realizes the full measure 
of his degradation and the ruinous consequences of his own misdeeds; not 
do I wonder that some sensitive souls are so filled with shame and self-con¬ 
demnation as to end at once the seemingly useless struggle in a suicide’^ 
grave. 

The revelation is followed by repentance and a determination to stop'foiV- 
ever the vicious prnctico, which is in some cases carried out, but more often 
the habit has obtained so strong a hold that good resolutions are repeatedly 
broken and the practice is continued to a greater or less extent. 

But even though the habit be abjured, the evil results go on and tho 
penalties for past abuses seem to increase in severity. 


THE HABIT 
CONTINUED 


The condition of the unfortunate one Is now truly 
deplorable. The vicious habit ha.s impaired his grow^ 
health and intellect. Intellectually, he finds himsell! 
slow of thought and comprehension, timid and bashful 
in conversation, morbidly sensitive and melancholy. He prefers to be in soli¬ 
tude "and oftentimes finds himself in a frame of mind, bordering on despair. 


MENTAL AND 
PHYSICAL WRECK 
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That insanity is a frequent consequence of this habit is now beyond a doubt. 

Physically he is even a sadder wreck. Often there is pain and- burning 
on passing water, with a frequent desire to empty the bladder; the opening 
of the penis is red, and the whole organ congested. Emissions take place im¬ 
mediately from very slight irritation, and the secretion is thin and watery. 
Involuntary passages of semen occur during sleep, and in the graver cases, 
even during the working hours, it will drip imperceptibly away. He is con¬ 
scious, perhaps, that while straining at stool, or wth the last few drops of 
urine, some of the vital fluid escapes. These symptoms mark the advent of 
spermatorrhea. 



Time will not permit us to treat at any length of the 
other common causes of spermatorrhea. Next to mas- 
tiuhation, excessive and promrscuoiis sexual intercourse, 
with attending diseases, is perhaps, the most frequent 
cause. The evils incident to self-abuse, somewhat modified in form and se¬ 
verity, may follow sexual excess of any kind, and eventually terminate in a 
grave form of spermatorrhea. Repeated attacks of urethritis, stricture and 
other venereal diseases may act as potent causes of this dread malady. A 
morbid imagination, without any criminal overt act, may be productive of 
results as actual practice of misdeeds. Especially is this likely to be the 
case if there is a hereditary tendency to sexual debility, or if spinal irritation 
is present 

This spinal irritation may bo produced in the first place, by troubles in' 
the rectum, such as constipation, worms, and irritant cathartic medicine, or 
the irritation may arise from any nervous shock produced by injuries, frights, 
etc., eta However produced, true spermatorrhea is a most serious and threat¬ 
ening malady, and one which entails untold misery upon its possessor; one, 
too, which taxes the utmost skill of the physician, and calls for all the 
resources of his art

When from masturbation, or other causes, spermator¬ 
rhea first begins to become evident to the sufferer, 
it is usually present in the genital form. The natural 
forces of the genital organs fail to perform their normal 
iunctions. The slightest irritation produces erections, especially during sleep, 
When they are followe<l by copious emissions of semen. These occur more 
iand more frequently, sometimes with, and someLimes without lascivious 

dreams, and the seminal ducts become weaker and weaker, until they are

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utte'rly iucfapable of retaining the semen. The sexual organs noT^los^ tome 
find vigor; the testicles "are tender, painful, and often begin to diminish in size; 
the erections become more and more feeble, and the semen changes to a, 
' thin and watery fluid. The most insignificant causes, a transient thought^, a 
voluptuous dream, a warm picture, or a gentle friction will cause a feeble 
erection, followed by a hasty emission, and accompanied by littIe,vor no 
pleasureablo sensation. There is, however, a vast expenditure of nervous 
force, which nature cannot replace as fast as it is wanted; progressive weak- 
-ness follows, and natural, healthful congi'oss become impossible. ♦ ♦ ♦ 

If such connection is attempted the feeble erection, and quick emJssioni vendCl' 
the effort unsatisfactory, if not disgusting to both parties.

This case is a fair illustration of many that may properly be classeft 
under the heading of primary spermatorrhea.

Having desetibed the various maladies, which follow abuse of the sexual 
organs, it now becomes our duty to speak of some of the other diseases which 
affect those parts which are due to an entirely v-ct of different capses.

SYPHILIS 


Syphilis, or pox, is the most loathsome of all diseases of th6 blood; It la 
known as the giant of evils, and is highly contagious. It is usually con- 
ti'acted by sexual intercourse, but can be caused by coming in contact with 
the ^venereal poison; no matter where found; such as caused by using towels, 
razors, pipes, knives, forks, baths and closets tainted by infected persons, and 
even by vaccination, where the vhais, being Impure, was taken from a syphil¬ 
itic tainted person. The disease may also be hereditai*y. 


i " " ' .. The first symptoms appear eight to sixteen days 

after contact with the contagious poisons; persons have 
been known to show the first symptoms as late as six 
and eight weeks after exposure, . The primary sores are 
known by the name of chancre or chancroid. 

The fii*st is always constitutional; is also known as Hunterian chancre, 
and is always followed by constitutional symptoms, and will bo transmitted 
to one’s children unless the poison is eradicated from the system. Chancroii]^ 
or soft chancres, may not be constitutional. For the benefit of our patients, 
we always treat them as constitutional, as the chancres may be what is 
knovm as mixed chancres, and contain both hard and soft virus.

GONORRHOEA 
OR CLAP 


Gonorrhea, commonly called clap, is an Infectious, 
or contagious disease, which Is generally neglected 
until too late, because its earliest symptoms are often 
trivial. To illustrate how dangerous it is to neglect

The Chairman: The Board of Medical Supervisors has met today ^ 
as a board to hear the evidence in the case of Sigmund A. Czarra; j 
whatever evidence he may have to present through himself or his 
attorneys, and what evidence our own board or their attorney may 
have to present to sustain the charges that have been made against 
him. I suppose, this being a meeting of the board, it would be 
proper to dispense with the reading of the minutes of the last 
meeting. 

37 (It was moved and seconded that the reading of the min¬ 
utes be dispensed with; the motion was put and carried.) 

The Chairman: I am not certain as to tlie proper procedure, as 
to which side should be presented first, but from looking at the in¬ 
dictment it seems to me that the charges that come from the board 
should be heard first. 

Mr. Richardson: If the court please, before presenting any evi¬ 
dence with respect to the guilt or innocence of the accused,! desire 
to enter a formal plea to tlie jurisdiction of the court.

Mr. Richardson here read aloud the plea referred to, as follows; i

Now comes Sigmund A. Czarra, appearing specially for the pur¬ 
pose of this plea, and none other, and objects to the jurisdiction of 
the above named board to try and to pass judgment upon him for 
or because of anything alleged in the information against him, laid 
in the above entitled cause or proceeding on the ground- following. 

1. That the act of Congress referred to in said complaint in

By varicocele Is understood a dilated and tortuous 
state of the spermatic cord. The disease is one very 
prevalent, and although it has been Imowu to exist for 
years without any serious results, observation has 
proven that these are exceptional cases, and that in the majority of instances 
the disease results in impotency and wasting of the testicle, and sooner or 
later impairs the general health by constant nervous irritation, inducing dys¬ 
pepsia, dragging sensation in the groin, lumbago, and general depression, 
despondency and gloomy forebodings.

I THE CHARACTER OF THE DISEASE. 


Nervous debility, or sexual weakness, may bo simply defined as the flow 
of vital fluid without the proper union of the sexes. Wiietlier the flow is 
voluntary, that is, produced by the free will of the individual, or involuntary, 
it is still, to all intents and purposes, an unnatural action, and must conse¬ 
quently be classed under the same general heading. This unnatural, and con¬ 
sequently unhealthy condition, when continued for any considerable length of 
time, leads to a functional derangement of the nervous system, which is 
itself follow'ed by an alarming train of mental and physicTil disorders, every 
one of 'Which can be clearly traced to the doings of this disease.

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‘'We are, however, of the opinion that it is better for both the medical pro¬ 
fession rind the entire world, that all men should be fully informed, not only 
of the nature of spermatorrhea,*but also of its causes, its most mark^ symp¬ 
toms, and its ultimate- effects. ♦ ♦ » There are but feW human beings 
who will not shun an evil all the quicker from being told of its existence ria 
well as of its consequences. • ' 

We shall, therefore, endeavor to clearly trace, according to our own ob¬ 
servations aided by the experience of recognized authorities, the causes 
jwhich lead to spermatorrhea, how its presence may be detected, what results 
jensue to those who may neglect to effect a permanent euro, and how the 
disorder may be successfully treated. 


1 “"'”I The s3*mptoms of this malady are numerous and so 
SYMPTOMS I common that even the unprofessional observer may, 
I in his daily walks, note many a victim with almost un¬ 
erring certainty. We will give in detail a few of the 
more marked symptoms. It will be ob.sorvcd that some of the symptoms are 
common to spermatorrhea, and other soxuel disorders, especially masturba¬ 
tion; indeed, many of the symptoms of spermatorrhea are present in more 
active form in that greatest of all the causes of spermatorrhea, viz; mastur¬ 
bation, 

A victim of spermatorrhea may orien be recognized by the expression of 
the face. The skin is pale and sallow, prematurely wrinkled, and some- 
tiaies marked with blotches and pimples. A dark circle surrounds the eyes, 
and the eyeball is dull and expressionless, with widoli^ dilated pupils. The 
face is often thin, with an anxious and sad expression. In idace of thin¬ 
ness, we have seen in some cases the face bloated, with a dull, leaden 
soggy expression, convoying the idea of listiessuess and despondency. The 
manner is seldom bold and manly, but on the contrary, there is an air of 
effeminacy and cowardice. 

.Society is disiastefuJ, and companions are shunned. Memory is defective, 
and the victim is often at a loss for a word or a name. He cannot fix his 
attention for any considerable time upon any subject, and a continued process 
of thought, or a simple arithmetical calculation, wearies and exhausts him.

His speech is often embarrassed and awkward; ho 
talks Avirhout directness, and apparently at random. 
In advanced casc.s Ibo mental dis'order is more serious, 
merging into delusional insanity and dementia. 

The genital organs are relaxed, the scrotum flabby, and the veins about 
the testicle are often so enlarged as to feel like a bag of fish worms. Eree- 
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tlons are,: weak aud of short duration, and the seminal fluid is thin and 
watery a,nd lacking in life and elements.. ■ , , • ^ 

The urine is generally pale, but sometimes high colored and loaded with 
sediment. 

The general system is weak, os shown by a quick, feeble pulse, short and i 
hurried breathing, cold and sweaty hands and feet and general decline of .. 
muscular vigor. In some cases pain is absent, but in many there is weakness 
and pain in the back and under the shoulder blades, pain in the penis, and .. 
testicles and about the loins, with a burning or smarting sensation on passing 
urine. 


Dyspeptic ti'oublcs arc often present, as denoted by 
a variable appetite, fonnation and expulsion of gases, 
with constipation or diarrhea. The pntieut frequently 
complains of hcadat-lie, weakness in ihe knees, with 
pain in the calves of the legs and feet. 

Of course, the most important and essential symptom is some form of 
seminal loss. Special symptoms ].ertaining to particular forms of sperma¬ 
torrhea will be detailed when these forms arc under diseussioii. The more 

prominent, general symptoms mentioned servo to show the wide scope of a 
malady which loaves its dread impress upuu every portion of the body and 

Invades every secret recess of the soul. 



CHAPTER II. 

Causes of Spermatorrhea—Masturbation in Childhood, in 
Youth and Mature Ago—Some of its Conse¬ 
quences—Other Causes. 

A 

Spermatorrhea may be the result of one or more of the following causes: 

1. Masturbation (Onanism). 

2. Morbid Imagination. 

3. Inflammation of the IT-inary rassuges. 

4. Stricture of the Urethra. 

5. Spinal Irritation. 

6. Affections of the Lower Bowel. 

7. Sexual Excesses. 

In rare cases, other causes may have an influence in the production of 
fepermatorrbea, but those noted above are the mo.=^t important, and their posi¬ 
tion in the list shows what I consider to be their relative importance. 
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CHIEF CAUSES 



' A casual glance at t^ls list'shbuld 6onvl6ee ao; 
reader that no one remedy or line of ti'6atiiienf cftn curd 
all oases of spermatorrhea. The ihethods of treatment 
should vary ■with the cause of the disease, and the itO- 
culiarlt'les of each individual patient Hence the -importance of consulting 
an experienced and careful physician, who has been trained by years of prac¬ 
tice, in the various forms of this malady.. While spermatorrhea may be the 
result of any of the above causes, It is undoubtedly true that the gi’eat ma¬ 
jority of cases are attributable solely to the pernicious habit of masturbation. 


Arliricial excitomont of the genital organs, to the 
extent of producing onanism, with or without an qrOis- 
sion, is the genernlly understood meaning of the term 
nia^tnrlintion. Tl)e more comnujn moans of effecting 
this excitement is by titilJndon, or friction with the hand. Other and lAore 
ingenious methods have been brought to our notice, but however produced, 
the Injurious effect is the same. Fevr outside of the medical profession have 
any idea of the extent of this baneful practice. No age is exempt, and the 
means of acquiring the habit are likely to be brouglit to the notice of every 
child in a variety of ways, before the age of pubwty is reached. In many 
children the .sexual insiinet Ks from earliest infancy, and such may accidentally 
discover that a peculiar pleasure re.snlts from tltillation of penis or clitoris. 
More often, however, the act i.s learned from older companions, and thus the 
practice spreads through families, schools and neighborhoods. ♦ ♦ ♦ 

• ♦ ♦ Not infrequently the origin of the practice may be traced to 
ignorant or licentious female nurses, and sometimes to depraved men of 
mature age. In a thousand ways the sensitiveness of the genital organs to 
the touch, is liable to become known, and the evil practice is commenced, 
while the victim is in utter ignorance of nTong-doing or the terrible results 
which so surely follow. 

Naturally the mischief is wrought in secret, and parents and guardians 
seldom lind out or suspect that the ruinous work is going on. Should their 
suspicions become aroused, a criminal, false delicacy in the majority of cases 
prevents them from taking appropriate measures to stop, or remedy the evil.

Without 
any intention or suspicion of wrong, and with no knowledge of the sure and 
swift penalties which follow, the child in most cases becomes addicted to a 
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^^tructlve habit, and yet parents, with a foolish an^ mistaken dread that 
Key may say or suggest something indelicate, permit the evil to. go on with¬ 
out a word of warning. Such conduct is moral cowardice in its worst form. 
Those who have children committed to their charge cannot thus avoid 
responsibility without guilt. 


Let parents throw aside this false semblance of deli¬ 
cacy and show that they are ^Yorthy of their trust by 
warningv their children of the pitfalls that beset their 
path, and If perchance a child has erred let them lose 
no time infplacing him under proper medical care. 

Children will arrive at a knowledge of their sexual functions at an early 
age in some way, and the only question is, shall that knowledge be Imparted 
by a judicious parent or teacher, who can point out at the same time the'evil 
results of perverted practice, or shall the information come from a debased 
companion, ignorant or careless of consequences? 

It seems to me that the duty of parents is plain and imperative. The 
following extract, from a letter of a young man of twenty-two to his physi¬ 
cian, presents a picture of the experieuee of far too many of the ignorant 
victims of masturbation: *'I fear you may thinlc ino somewhat too presum- 
*.ing if I say how entirely I agree wirh you as to the closireablenoss, not to say 
absolute duty, of parents and others cliily to caution youths as to their conduct 
in early life relating to sexual matters.” Said one of our patients-—a prom¬ 
inent merchant: “Had my father taken sucli a course with me, I am fully 
justified in saying I should not have fallen into an error which I now most 
deeply deplore. I went, to a large public school, ami there, of course, be¬ 
came acquainted with the practice of masturbation, and jijmost equally as 
a matter of course, indulged in the habit, and without a thought of its baneful 
consequences, have practiced it for years. I sec now. and deeply regret the 
great folly of wdiich I have boon guilty, but ani 1 wrong in feeling some indig¬ 
nation of having not been put better on my guard by those I considered my 
Instructors?” 


CUTYTO YOUR 
CHILDREN 


A celebrated physician says: “However young the 
children may be, they get thin, pale, and irritable, and 
their features become haggard. Wo notice the sunken 
eye, the long, cadaverous-looking countenance, and the 
downcast look which seems to arise from a consciousness in the boy that 
his habits are suspected, and at a later period, from the ascertained fact that 
Iris virility is lost. Habitual masturbators have a dark, cold, moist band, 
very characteristic of great vital exhaustion; their sleep Is short, and great

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deblity -comes on; they‘may gradually waste away, if tbe eVilfjassibn 
mastered: nervous symptoms set in, such as spasmodic Contraction, or partial 
or entire convulsive movements, together with epilepsy or a species'‘pf 
paralysis. ^ * Besides these symptoms, there are many signs which 

should warn a parent to use all precautionary measures. If the vicious habit 
is left off or has not been long practiced, the recuperative power of nature to 
the child will soon repair the mischief, which appears to act principally upon 
the nervous systero, for in very many young boys no semen is lost. If, 
however, the habit is continued, very serious results—disease and deatb-™, 
may happen, even to the very young. 


As childhood advances to youth and passes the ago 
of puberty, the habit of masturbation, if unarrestcd 
by kindly warning and friendly counsel, binds its'un- 
conscious victim with stronger chains. Indulgence'Is 
practiced more and more frequently, and each act is now accompanied with 
copious seminal los^ses, which greatly overtax the system, and sooner or later 
develop into one of the dreaded forms of spermatorrhea. 

At this period the wrong-door usually begins to realize something of tho 
evil he has brought upon himself by his o\to ignorance, indiscretibU-'and 
folly. 

Accidentally, perhaps, ho is led to read some work upon venereal diseases,- 
or rpore often his own failing mental and physical power compel him to seek 
relief and cnlJghtonmcnt I can imagine no more pitiable condition than that 
of the conJirmed masturbator, who for the first time realizes the full-measurer 
of his degradation and the ruinous consequences of his own misdeeds; hop 
do I wonder that some sensitive souls are so filled with shame and self-con?, 
demuation as to end at once the seemingly useless stiuggle in a suicide's 
grave. 

The revelation is followed by i-opentance and a determination to stop fop- 
ever the vicious practice, which is in some cases carried out, but moro often 
the habit has*obtainecl so strong a hold that good resolutions are repeatedly 
broken and the practice is continued to a greater or less extent. 

But even though the habit bo abjured, the evil results go on and tjie 
penalties for past abuses seem to increase in severity. 


I THE HABIT 
CONTINUED 


The condition of the unfortunate one Is now truly 
deplorable. The vicious habit has impaired his growth, 
health and intellect. Intellectually, he finds himself 
slow of thought and comprehension, timid and bashful 
in conversation, morbidly sensitive and melancholy. He prefers to be in soH- 
tude\nd oftentimes finds himself in a frame of mind bordering on despair. 
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That insanity is a frequent consequence of this habit is now beyond a^oubt. 

Physically he is esrpn a sadder wreck. Often there is pain and burning 
on passing water, with a frequent desire to empty the bladder; the opening 
of the penis is red, and the whole organ congested. Emissions take place im¬ 
mediately from very slight irritation, and the secretion is thin and watei’y. 
Involuntary passages of semen occur during sleep, ^nd in the graver cases, 
even during the working hours, it will drip imperceptibly away. He is con¬ 
scious, perhaps, that while straining at stool, or wth the last few drops of 
urine, some of the vital fluid escapes. These symptoms mark the advent,of 
spermatorrhea. 


Time will not permit us to treat at any length of the 
other common causes of spermatorrhea. Next to mas¬ 
turbation, excessive and promiscuous sexual intercourse, 
with attending diseases, is perhaps, the most frequent 
cause. The evils incident to self-abuse, somewhat modiflod in form and se¬ 
verity, may follow sexual excess of any kind, and eventually terminate in a 
grave form of spermatorrhea. Repeated attacks of urethritis, stricture and 
other venereal diseases may act as potent causes of this dread malady. A 
morbid imagination, without any criminal overt act, may bo productive of 
results as actual practice of misdeeds. Especially is this likely to be the 
'case if-there is a hereditary tendency to sc'xual debility, or if spinal iiTitation 
Is present 

This spinal Irritation may be produced in the first place, by troubles in 
the rectum, such as constipation, worms, and Irritant cathartic medicine, or 
the irritation may arise from any nervous shock produce^ by injuries, frights, 
etc., eta However produced, true spermatorrhea is a most serious and threat¬ 
ening malady, and one which entails untold misery upon its possessor; one, 
too, which taxes the utmost skill of the physician, and calls for all the 
resources of his art s.

VChou from masturbation, or other causes, spermator¬ 
rhea first begins to become evident to the sufferer, 
it is usually present in the genital form. The natural 
forces of the genital organs fail to perform their normal 
functions. The slightest irritation producer erections, especially during sleep, 
when they are followed by copious emissions of semen. These occur more 
and more frequently, sometimes with, and sometimes without lascivious 
dreams, and the seminal ducts become weaker and weaker, until they are

If such connection is attempted the feeble erection, and quick emisslo'nT^delP 

the effort unsatisfactory, if not disgusting to both parties. As the disease 

progrcfsses, the sexual organs continue to deteriorate, the urethra Is red, in-» 

jected, and painfully sensitive, aJso pain is felt about the neck of the 

bladder and pi-ostate glands. Urinary, and kidney troubles, are often amofig 

the complicatlonsS, and other parts of the body frequently become impa:Ired. 

Pain in the back, headache, dimness of vision, stomach troubles and intestinal 

derangements are often observed in the primary form of spennatorrhea, ^

. name of cliiirn'al pollutions. Some have doubted the 

frequent occuiTence of diurnal seminal Josses, but the verdict of many of the 
most accompliahed and experienced obsorvex*s is contrary to such an opinion. 

Many of our patients hare as’sured mo that during straining at stool and 
after very slight erections during the day, one or more drops of semen would 
pass away without any sensation of any kind, other than a feeling of mois¬ 
ture about the orifice of the ui-ethrae, Micros-copic examination of the urin'e, 
reveals many cases of spcriitaUzoa, which appear as iirumpeachable witnesses, 
of the fact that semen escapes uncoxisciously vdth that fluid. We must not 
be understood to mean that all discharges from the urethra are seminal ia 
character, for we may have mucus from the bladder, or prostate gland, and 
mucus or pus from almost any portion of the urinary passages, during, or 
following infiammation. 

Dischargers of this character are always indicative of disease, although 
they may have little or no bearing upon the disease under consideration. But, 
diurnal seminal losses may be confounded with mucus discharges, and hence 
their presence, which Is a smyptom of gravest import, may remain unsus¬ 
pected. This symptom is the imtuccliate forcninner of a most pitiable condi¬ 
tion, that of complete ICS’S of erectile and virile pow'or. The patient becomes 
impotent having lost the power of procreating his species. The consciousness 
of lost manhood, which has resulted from his own follies, reacts with terriblo 
force upon the patient’s mind, reducing him to a condition bordering on 
Insanity, 
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This form of spermatorrhea, however, is amenable to judicious 
treatment, which in most cases is followed by a complete cure if taJeen 
in time. Consult vs without delay. 


As an illustration of what may be done towards 
relieving such unfortunate sufferers, we quote the case 
of one of our former patients. 

“Ho w\ns a young man, aged thirty, of a naturally 
xobust constitution. Ho had practiced masturbation with great frequency 
from early youth up to his twentieth year, when a small medical work fell 
Into his hands, and opened his eyes to the evil consequences which he had 
begun dimly to suspect. He resolutely abandoned the habit, only to learn 
for the first time how completely he had become enslaved. After many 
struggles and relapses, he conquered the habit and discovered that ending 
wrong-doing did not end the consequences of past misdeeds. Almost imme¬ 
diately he began to be troubled with nocturnal emissions, which increased 
in frequency, until hardly a week passed, without three or four. Feeble erec¬ 
tions during the day were followed by a slight oozing of seminal fluid, and 
these erections wore brought about by tjio most trivial causes, so great had 
become the sensitiveness of the genital organs.

Ho became 
moody, initable and despondent. To mal^ matters worse, he had contracted 
a marriage engagement with which he feared to comply, realizing that he 
was on the verge of impotence.

It would seem as if ii^gination could hardly depic't 
anything worse than spermatorrhea in its secondary 
form.

Gases of this kind are not infrequently met 
with by our physician, and no one of the results of spermatorrhea is movQ 
difficult to relieve. Unless relief is obtained, impotence ruins the present^ 
and blights the future, and life becomes worse than a blank. No physical 
disability is so hard as this, or brings with it such an overwhelming weight 
of mental suffering. 


The hapless victim Is debarred from the comforts 
and pleasures of domestic life, and the untold bless¬ 
ings which cluster about a happy home are beyond his 
reach. For a selfish, delusive, and short-lived pleasure 
he has forfeited the enduring happiness of alifteime; and cheerless, desolate, 
unloved and uncherished, he must pass through life alone ! !!

- Death itself should absorb less of the thoughts of the 

young people, for death is inevitable, and requires only preparation, while, 
marriage is entirely a matter of the will, and calls not only for preparation 
but also for care and consideration in making the choice, lest by a weak 
yielding to an evanescent Infatuation the happiness of the whole future life 
be wrecked. The union should not be regarded solely in the light of a part¬ 
nership for the purpose of lawful sexual intercourse, for a couple who can 
find no enjoyment in each other, outside of the narrow limits of the marriage 
bed, might better have lived and died in “single blessedness.”

Having described the various maladies, which follow abuse of the sexual 
organs, it now becomes our duty to speak of some of the other diseases which 
affect those parts which are due to an entirely set of different causes. 

Those are termed venereal diseases, and the name is meant to include" 
generally the various maladies acquired through impure sexual contact. They 
are divided Into three principal groups, or divisions, viz: GouoiTheal, chan¬ 
croidal and syptiiiitic disoi'ders. The chancroid is sometimes popularly 
known as soft chancre. This and Gonorrhea are local diseases merely, and 
have no constitutional symptoms. Syphilis, on the other hand, is a consti¬ 
tutional disease of long duration. 

Ricord, the famous Preach specialist, in the treatment of venereal di¬ 
seases, asserted that 80 per cent of men between the ages of fifteen and 
sixty have at some time suffered from some form of venereal disease. This 
estimate may be true of Frenchmen, but is somewhat high when applied to 
Americans. Sevents*- per cent., or even less, would be nearer the average. 
Owing to the natural secrecy and odium attending these diseases, most men. 
hesitate, or neglect, to consult a physician, before the disease has obtained , 
a foothold, which renders a cure a matter of months, and often entails life¬ 
long misery upon the sufferer. *4#***»**** Xhe sin is 
notin the disease, or confessing it, but in exposing one’s seif to the disease. 
Once venereal disease is contracted, it is the bounden duty of a man—not only 
In justice to himself—but to his future offspring, and to others to whom he 
may convey the dlsea^;e, to Immediately place himself In the hands of a 
competent, and oxioerienccd specialist, that his blood may be quickly cleansed, 
and health restored.

* Syphilis, or pox, is the most loathsome of all diseases of the blood; it la 
known as the giant of evils, and is highly contagious. It is usually 'con¬ 
tracted by sexual intercourse, but can be caused by coming in contact with 
the venereal poison; no matter where found; such as caused by using towels, 
razors, pipes, knives, forks, baths and closets tainted by infected persons, and" 
even by vaccination, where the virus, being impure, was taken from a syphil¬ 
itic tainted person. The disease may also be hereditary. 


The first symptoms appear eight to sixteen daya 
after contact with the contagious poisons; persons have 
been known to show the first symptoms as late as six 
and eight weeks after exposure. The primary sores are 
known by the name of c7ia»C7’e or chancroid* 

The first is always constitutional; is also known as Hunterian chancre, 
and is always followed by constitutional sj'mptoms, and will be transmitted 
to oue^s children unless the poison is eradicated from the system. Ghancrdid, 
or soft chancres, may not be constitutional. For the benefit of our patients, 
we always treat them as constitutional, as the chancres may be what is 
known as mixed chancres, and contain both hard and soft virus. We prefer 
to give our patients the benefit of the doubt 


THE FIRST STAGE 


This disease may appear anywhere from one to* sev¬ 
eral weeks after the first symptoms, and the victim 
suffers from headache^ lassitude, depression, sharp, shooU 
ing pains in the parts, pains in the chest, neuralgia, tenderness 
in the joints and muscles, s^vcllingjn the glands and various parts of the body* At Jirs^ 
red spots and pimples, apjnar on the sJdn, later become copper colored; a scaly emp., 
tioh may also extend to thcj>ahns of the hands anc soles of the feel, and extend to the face 
and scalp of the head; the hair may fall out in spots, or become thinner; ulcerating 
^jinmples and sores may appear on the neck, face or breast; ulceration rapidly follows; 
bleed^ easily. The disease usually affects the tongue, lips, gums^ and particularly the 
throat and tonsils ; sometimes the ulcers are small, and only affect the mucous membrane^ 
and again may he largc^ irregular, and deep seated. Sometimes the palate connecting 
wiihihenose is entirely eaten aiuay. Syphilitic Catarrh follows. 
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The tertiary state follows next. It presents itself 
some time after the second stage, may-be months, 
be years, may-be after the.patient has apparently recov¬ 
ered entirely from the disease. This third stage Is 
clmracterized by copper colored epotz^ gummy iumore, atid ulcere of the shin, vtmcles^ 
joints, hones^ especially the body hones, such as the shins; and of the scalp; eating a/way 
the roof and palate of the mouth, nose, tongue and gums, unth cauVjlower-lilie grouitkin 
4he throat.

Your petitioner, Sigmund A. Czarra, respectfully represent- unto 
the court as follows: 

1. That he is a citizen of the United States, and a resident of the 
District of Columbia ; that on the second day of January A. D. 1897, 
there was issued to him a license authorizing him to engage in the 
practice of medicine and surgeiy in said District, and that after the 
issuance of said license he entered upon the practice of medicine and 
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continued in said practice up to and until the time of the action 
taken by said Board of Medical Supervisors. 

That on the 11" day of January, A. D. 1905 he was cited to ap¬ 
pear before said Board of Medical Supervisors and show cause wli}'^ 
his license sliould not be revoked for alleged unprofessional and 
dishonorable conduct; that thereafter, on the 24" day of January 
A. D. 1905, said Board of Medical Supervisors passed a resolution 
purporting to revoke tlie license issued to petitioner as aforesaid, 
thereb}’ denying to him the right to continue in the practice of said 
profession in said District. 

Your petitioner complains that said Board of Medical Supervisors 
were without jurisdiction or authority to pass said resolution revok¬ 
ing his license to practice medicine in said District for the following 
reasons: 

1. That the act of Congress referred to in said complaint in so far 

as it purports to confer upon said Board of Medical Super- 
96 visors authorit}’’ to revoke liis license for alleged unprofes¬ 
sional or dishonorable conduct, is unconstitutional and void 
for uncertainty. 

2. Because said board has not prior to the alleged offense estab¬ 
lished or promulgated any rules defining unprofessional conduct, and 
any private interpretation thereof, not made known to the accused 
prior to the alleged offense is in effect an ex post facto law. 

3. Because the accused heretofore, to wit; on the 6" day of Feb-,, 
ruary, stood trial before said board upon the identical charge herein 
alleged against him, upon a former complaint, and final judgment 
was rendered, and he can not be again placed in jeopardy for one 
and the same offense. 

4. That the said board for the reasons stated erred in revoking 
the license of said petitioner. 

Wherefore your petitioner prays that his said appeal may be heard 
upon and for the reasons assigned as aforesaid, and that said appeal 
may be determined and the decision of the said Board of Medical 
Supervisors be reversed, that justice may be done in the premises.

BOARD OP MEDICAL SUPERVISORS OF THE 
DISTRICT OP COLUMBIA. 


This is not the first time this case has been before this 
court. The appellant was formerly tried for the same al¬ 
leged offense, on the 9th day of January, 1904, and from 
the action of the Board of Medical Supervisors he appealed 
to this court. A hearing was had, and the action below re¬ 
versed. Notwithstanding the action of this court, and the 
language contained in its opinion, the defendant was again 
summoned before the said board to answer to the same 
charge. 

The present appeal is from the decision of the Board of 
Medical Supervisors, upon a second trial revoking the 
license i.ssued lo the appellant to engage in the practice of 
m ’dicin an 1 surgery in the District of Columbia. 

The act of Congress of June 3, ^896 (29 Stats. 198), estab¬ 
lishes a Board of Medical Supervisors in the District of 
Columbia, and regulates the manner in which licenses to 
practice medicine shall be issued. It also purports to confer 
upon said board authority to revoke licenses for various 
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causes—among others, for “unprofessional or dishonorable 
conduct.” 

The Board of Medical Supervisors, acting under the sup¬ 
posed authority conferred by said act of Congress, on the 
lltb day of January, 1905, had served upon the appellant 
a copy of a complaint lodged against him by said board, 
calling upon the appellant to show cause why his license 
should not be revoked for alleged “unprofessional and dis¬ 
honorable conduct” (Rec. p. 1). 

The appellant, pursuant to said notice, appeared before 
said Board of Medical Supervisors on the 24th day of Janu¬ 
ary, A. D. 1905, and filed a plea to the jurisdiction of the 
said board to hear and determine the matter, and denying 
the right of the said board to revoke his license, and the 
board overruled the said plea, and proceeded to hear the 
testimony of witnesses produced, to which evidence objection 
was duly made to like effect as stated in said plea, and after 
the evidence was closed, the objection stated in said plea 
was renewed by motion; but the board on the same day 
passed a re.solution purporting to revoke the license issued 
to the appellant, thereby denying to him the right to con¬ 
tinue in the practice of his said profession in said District. 

Assignment of Errors. 

1. The said Board of Medical Supervisors were without 
authority to pass the resolution revoking the license of the 
appellant, because the act of Congress referred to in said 
complaint, in so far as it purports to confer upon said Board 
of Medical Supervisors authority to revoke his license for 
alleged unprofessional or dishonorable conduct, is unconsti¬ 
tutional and void for uncertainty. 

2. Because said board has not prior to the alleged offense 
established or promulgated any rules defining unprofessional 
conduct, and any private interpretation thereof not made 
known to the accused prior to the alleged offense is in effect, 
an ex post facto law. 











3. Because the accused heretofore, to wit, on the 6th day 
of February, 1904, stood trial before said board upon the 
identical charge herein alleged against him upon a former 
complaint, and final judgment was rendered, and he can not 
be again placed in jeopardy for one and the same offense. 


ARGIJIIENT. 

The act of Congress of June 3,1896, provides for the 
organization of a Board of Medical Supervisors in the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia, and for the manner of their appointment. 
It also provides for the regulation of the practice of medi¬ 
cine and surgery in said District, and specifies what qualifi¬ 
cations shall be possessed by applicants for licenses to en¬ 
gage in the practice of that profession. 

Section 2 of said act provides that “said board shall make, 
subject to the approval of the Commissioners of the District 
of Columbia, such regulations as may be necessary to carry 
into effect the provisions of this act.” 

Section 10 of said act purports to confer upon said board 
authority to revoke licenses issued for various causes— 
among others, “ unprofessional or dishonorable conduct.” 

It is well-settled law that the legislature can very properly 
delegate to a Board of Medical Supervisors or a State Board 
of Health the duty of regulating the practice of medicine; 
but when it is sought to confer upon such a board authority 
to revoke the license issued to a medical practitioner for 
conduct of an unprofessional or dishonorable character, the 
legislature, in the act conferring the authority, must specify 
and define what acts or conduct shall be deemed to be un¬ 
professional or dishonorable. 

It will be observed, upon reading the act of Congress in 
question, that the legislature has failed to define what shall 
. be considered unprofessional or dishonorable conduct. The 
Board of Medical Supervisors are empowered by Congress 
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to make such rules and regulations as are necessary to carry 
into effect the provisions of the act, but the record discloses 
the fact that no rules or regulations have ever been made 
by the said board for the guidance of the members of the 
medical profession so that they might he apprised wliat 
act or acts would be deemed to be unprofessional or dishon¬ 
orable. 

It is contended on behalf of the appellant, tlial the legi.-la- 
ture having failed to define what shall be coiisidi-r d unpro¬ 
fessional or dishonorable conduct, that the act <4' Congre.'-s is 
inoperative and void because it is too uncertain an 1 vagtio, 
and that the Board of Medical Supervisors were ahsuliiiely 
without authority to pass any resolution revoking the license 
of the appellant to practice his profession. The act of Con¬ 
gress does not lay dovvn any rule for the guidance of a 
member of the medical profession, and he would not have 
any means of knowing what view might be entertained by 
a Board of Medical Supervisors in respect to an act done by 
him which he considered entirely proper at the time it was 
done. 

There are cases in the Supreme Court of the United States 
(Dent vs. West Virginia, 129 Q. S. —; Hawker vs. New 
York, 170 U. S. 240) which hold that a law delegating the 
power of regulating the practice of medicine to a State Board 
of Health is valid and constitutional, and these decisions are 
not disputed by the appellant; but it is submitted, upon an 
examination of the opinions in those cases, it will readily be 
observed that the question involved in this case has not 
been passed upon by those decisions. 

In each of the cases in which the particular question in¬ 
volved here was raised it was held by the court to be uncon¬ 
stitutional. 

In the State of Kentucky, in the case of Matthews vs. 
Murphy, 63 S. W. Rep. 785, in passing upon the constitu¬ 
tionality of a statute similar to the one here in question, it 
was held that the statute was unconstitutional and void for 
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uncertainty, aud the court, speaking by Mr. Chief Justice 
Paynter, uses the following language: 

“The appellee having fitted himself for this learned 
profession, and having been licensed to practice 
the same, the question arises, has the State 
Board of Health the right to charge him with‘unpro¬ 
fessional conduct likely to deceive or defraud the 
public,’ and erect a standard by which that conduct 
is to be measured, and if in its judgment he does not 
meet its requirements to summarily deprive him of 
a right, estate, or both. . . . The physician who 

did the act of which complaint was made before the 
State Board of Health could not know at the time 
the act was done what standard would be thereafter 
erected by the board by which its effect was to be 
determined. As the statute does not advise him be¬ 
forehand as to what is unprofessional conduct, he 
could not intentionally be guilty of it. The legisla- 
lature in effect has attempted to commit to the State 
Board of Health the right after the physician has 
done some act to determine what its effect is to be, 
and if in its judgment he should be deprived of the 
right tu practice his profession it can inflict upon 
him punishment by revoking his license. If the legis¬ 
lature desires to declare by what acts or conduct a physi¬ 
cian’s license to practice shall be revoked, it is competent 
to do so, and to vest in some tribunal the authority to in¬ 
vestigate and try the charge which may be made against 
him.” 

The reason aud logic of this learned opinion are perfectly 
apparent. It proceeds upon the ground that the legislature 
can delegate to the State Board of Health authoi'ity to regu¬ 
late the practice of medicine, but denies the legality of a 
law which purports to clothe such a board with authority to 
revoke the license of a member of the medical profession 
when the language of the law is so vague and uncertain. 
When the legislature attempts to delegate this authority to 
a board of health it must laydown rules and regulations for 
the guidance of the medical profession, so that they may be 
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advised in advance of what acts are proper and what are 
improper, and then if a practicioner, being apprised of what 
conduct is in contravention of the law I’egulatiug the prac¬ 
tice, should violate its provisions he thereby works a revo¬ 
cation of his license. But as the law now' stands upon the 
statute books it would be a hardship on any citizen to de¬ 
prive him of the right to earn a livelihood in his chosen 
profession for which he has fitted himself by the expenditure 
of money and years of toil and labor; it is too great a right 
to be deprived of on such vague and uncertain provision 
of law. 

No one could know in advance when he was doing an act 
that a board of medical supervisors might thereafter say that 
the act wab unprofessional. The testimony in this case 
shows that as soon as the appellant was informed of the fact 
that the advertisement w’as objectionable he immediately 
had its circulation stopped. In view of this fact, is it not fair 
to assume that if'the appellant had any means of knowing 
that the distribution of the advertisement was in violation 
of the law regulatin'^ the practice of the profession of which 
he was a member he would not have distributed it and 
thereby incurred the penalty of a revocation of his licens'e ? 
To the average professional man who has qualified liimX 
self for the practice of his profession by years of study and 
the expenditure of time and money, there is more or less of 
professional regard for the right to practice his profession, 
and, aside from the fact that it furnishes his livelihood, this 
professional pride and the consequent injury which must 
necessarily follow from a denial or revocation of the right 
to practice, make it a dearer and more valuable right than 
an estate or right of property. As a matter of fact, most, if 
not all, persons would submit more willingly to corporal or 
personal punishment than to be deprived of the right to 
practice their profession, and the question naturally suggests 
itself: Can this right be denied in a proceeding such as was 
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had in this case, Where the authority for sUch action is ex¬ 
pressed in this vague and uncertaiii provision of law ? 

The consequences which must necessarily follow the ex¬ 
pulsion from the ranks of reputable medical practitioners 
are at least as great as the infliction of punishment in the 
nature of a fine or imprisonment. 

In the case of Stoutenburgh vs. Frazier, 16 D. C. App, 240, 
in an opinion delivered by Mr. Chief Justice Alvey, it was 
held that the act of Congress of July 8, 1898, which made 
it a misdemeanor, punishable by fine or imprisonment, to be 
adjudged guilty of being a “suspicious person,” was uncon¬ 
stitutional and void because of its vagueness and uncertainty 
in failing to define what was a suspicious person. 

In the State of Arkansas a statute was enacted which de¬ 
clared it to be unlawful “for one tocommitany act injurious 
to the public health or public morals, or to the perversion 
or obstruction of public justice, or the due administration of 
the laws.” In passing upon this statute in iirparfe Jackson, 
45 Ark. 164, the court said : 

“The law is simply null. The Constitution which 
forbids ex post facto laws, could not tolerate a law 
which would make an act a crime or not, accord¬ 
ing to the moral sentiment which might happen to 
prevail with the judge and jury after the act had 
been committed.” 

In the case of Ex parte McNulty, 77 Cal. 170, a law which 
provided for the revocation of the licenses of practitioners 
for unprofessional conduct, and made it a misdemeanor to 
continue to practice after the license was so revoked, the law 
was held to be unconstitutional, and in delivering the opin¬ 
ion the court said: 

“ Before one can be convicted of a crime there 
must be some rule of action prescribed and with 
some certainty, and expressing intelligibly the 
sovereign will. Whatever may be said of the right 
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of the Roiird of Examiners to revoke the license of the 
jM^tilinner to practice and tluis cast upon him tlie 
odium wliicli must always follow sucli an expulsion 
from the ranks of re|uilal)le practitioners, tlie liberty 
of the petitioner can not \)v nuuh^ to (le[>end upon a 
tliint^ so va”:ue and uncertain as the indefinite views of 
tlie momt)(a\s ofthc hoard astowhat constitutes unpro¬ 
fessional conduct. In every case to constitute a 
crime there must be a union nfact and intent. How 
can it be said there is an intent to commit a crime 
wluu’e tlie law which is claimed has heen violated 
exists only in the mind.s of the individuals? 

“ It would ho vain to inquire what intent lurked 
in the minds of the persons who hap[)ened to be 
memhers of th(‘ Ieo;islature when the act was passed. 
It certainly would he a foreeil thin^' to imagine their 

intent to he that a man should lose his liberty for 

* 

thf* violation of any vague, indefinite notion of un- 
[irufiKsional eonduct whieli may after the act he en- 
IcrtainiMl by certain imlividuals constituting a Board 
of Medical Examiners. ... In this case even 
{fit he ci>nccded that the legislatUK' could delegate 
to (he Board of Exaininer.s tlie i)ower to declare l)y 


riile^ and !*(*gnlations v*’hal .•'diould coii>'‘tute unpro- 
h'ssinnal conduct, and thus by its own act establish a 
(‘rime, it is 'sufficient to say that no such rules or 
regulations have hium prescrilied." 


It isconteiided on helialfof tlie ap])ellanl that the foi'egoing 
authorities clearly lay down the law to he that an act of the 
legishitiire wliicli pi'oviilcs tliat a lifaiiso jihall be revoked 
for " unprolb-^Hional or dislionorable conduct” without de¬ 
fining wliat sliall constitute such conduct is unconstitutional 
and void because it is uncertain and vague, and that the 
Board of Medical Supervisors wore without authority to re¬ 
voke the license of flic a2)pellaiil. 

In its former opinion u2)on this same question this court 
said : 

While we base our opinion in this case on the insufficiency 
of tlie com2)laint filed against the ap2)ellant, it is proper to 
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note Un\t tliis \vii.s not tlie principal question that was 
dwelt upon in argument. In fact, almost the whole burden 
of the argument was devoted to the question of the alleged 
invalidity of tlie statute for the violation ot which the ap¬ 
pellant was tried. Without expressing any opinion on this 
point in a case so radically defective as the present, and in 
which the ex|n'cssion of an ot)inion by us might pos.sibly he 
characterized as ohiter dictum, we desiri' to call the atten¬ 
tion of the authorities to the fact that grave doubt is enter¬ 
tained as to the power of Congress to deh'gale to the Hoard 
of Medical .Supervisors or to any other similar body the 
authority to determine what shall constitute" unprofessional 
or dishonorable conduct” in a medical practitioner solar 
as to rcndei' such a iiraetitioner guilty of a criminal offense 
if he attempts to continue in the practice of his profe.ssion 
after having !)cen adjudged guilty of such conduct hy a 
Board of ^[edical Su|)orvisor.s. Certainly it would seem 
more appropiaate that (Congress il.self in its enactments^ 
should s[)eci[ically deline what shall constitute " unprofes- 
siona! or dishoiuiDibliJ. condnet” h)!' the pui'posc ot this 
legislation than leave so vital a subject to the jio.ssible ca¬ 
price of any board of aui)ervisor.s. 

Czarra iw. Board, Wash. Law liep., vol. 32, No. 47, [>. 74(>. 

It is respectfully submitted that the foregoing authorities 
show conclusively that the said Board of Medical Supervisors 
were without authority to pass any resolution revoking the 
license of the appellant, and that their action in so doing 
should be reversed.

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This is an appeal from an order passed b}' the Board of 
Medical Supervisors of the District of Columbia revoking 
the license of the appellant to practice medicine and sur¬ 
gery in the District of Columbia for unprofessional and dis¬ 
honorable conduct, consisting in the distributing, depositing, 
and placing in the vestibules and on the door steps of 
various residences in the city of Washington, District of 
Columbia, of a certain circular, book, or pamphlet contain¬ 
ing certain obscene, lewd, and lascivious words, language, 
statements, and matter, whereof he was found and adjudged 
guilty after a hearing before the said board, which took place 
on the 24th day of January, A. D. 1905, in the health oflSce 
of said District. 










The license of the appellant was revoked February 6, 
1904, but an appeal was taken from the action of the Board 
of Medical Supervisors, and on November 9,1904, this honor¬ 
able court reversed its decision simply and solely upon the 
ground, however, that the complaint filed against the ap¬ 
pellant was defective and insufficient (Ozarra vs. Board, 32 
Wash. Law Bep., 746). 

In the present case it seems to be conceded that the com- . 
plaint was sufficient, and no question is raised as to the 
sufficiency of the evidence as the basis of a conviction. The 
evidence undoubtedh' establishes a case of unprofessional 
and dishonorable conduct of the grossest sort. The litera¬ 
ture is too obscene, foul, indecent, and disgusting for perusal. 

The errors assigned in the appellant’s brief are: 

1. The said Board of Medical Supervisors were without 
authority to pass tlie I’esolutiou revoking the license of the 
appellant, because the act of Congress referred to in said 
complaint, in so far as it purports to confer upon said Board 
of Medical Supervisors authority to revoke his license for 
alleged unprofessional or dishonorable conduct, is unconsti¬ 
tutional and void for uncertainty. 

2. Because said board had not prior to the alleged offense 
established or promulgated any rules defining unprofes¬ 
sional conduct, and any private interpretation thereof not 
made known to the accused prior to the alleged offense is in 
effect an expost facto law. 

3. Because the accused heretofore, to wit, on the 6th day 
of February, 1904, stood trial before said board upon the 
identical charge herein alleged against him upon a former 
complaint, and final judgment was rendered, and he cannot 
be again placed.in jeopardy for one and the same offense. 
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ARGUMENT. 

I, II. 

The authority of the Board of Medical Supervisors to re¬ 
voke licenses of physicians is conferred by section 10 of the 
act of Congress approved June 3,1896, entitled “An act to 
regulate the practice of medicine and surgery, to license 
physicians and surgeons, and to punish persons violating the 
provisions thereof, in the District of Columbia ” (29 Stats., 
198), which reads as follows: 

“ Sicc. 10. That the Board of Medical Supervisors of the 
District of Columbia may, by a vole of four members, refuse 
to grant or may revoke a license, and may cause tlie name of 
any person to be removed from the record of the supreme court 
of the District of Columbia and from tlie register of the health 
office for any of the following causes, to wit: Tlie employ¬ 
ment of fraud or deception in passing the examinations pro¬ 
vided for in this act, chronic inebriety, the practice of crimi¬ 
nal abortion, conviction of crime involving moral turpitude, 
or of unprofessional or dishonorable conduct. In complaints 
under this section the accused shall be furnished with a copy 
of the complaint and given a hearing before said board in 
person or by attorney, and witnesses may be heard for and 
on behalf of the accused, and for and on behalf of the said 
board. Appeal from the decision of said board may be taken 
to the Court of Appeals of the District of Columbia, and the 
decision of said court shall be final. Said board may at any 
time within two years from the refusal or revocation of a 
license, or the cancellation of registration under this section, 
by a vote of four members, issue, without examination, a 
new license to the person so affected, restoring to him or 
her all the rights and privileges of which he or she had been 
deprived by said board.” 

If it is not proper for a legislature to pass such a law as this, 
then not only Congress, but a large number of the State legis¬ 
latures have strangely misapprehended the fundamental 
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principles of the law and have overridden constitutional 
limitations with a wantonness almost inconceivable. 

The statutes generally' contain a provision authorizing the 
board to revoke a license where the holder thereof has been 
guilty of unprofessional or dishonorable conduct. 

In Illinois the board mav refuse or revoke a certificate for 
unprofessional or dishonorable conduct (Starr & Curtis’ Ann. 
Ill. Stat., vol. 2, p. 2700). 

In Indiana the board is authorized to revoke for felony or 
gross immorality, or for being addicted to the liquor or drug 
habit, after notice and a hearing (Burns’ Ann. Ind. Stat., 
vol. 3, § 7322). 

Kansas authorizes its board to revoke the license of any 
person guilty of immorality or addicted to the liquor or 
drug habit to such a degree as to render him unfit to prac¬ 
tice medicine or surgery (Sess. Laws 1901, sec. 2, chapter 
254; and see Meflfert v. Board of Medical Registration and 
Examination, 72 Pacific Rep., 247). 

In Iowa refusal or revocation may be based upon income 
petency, habitual intoxication, ov lack of good moral character 
(Code 1897, § 2578). 

In Louisiana the board may revoke where a person is 
convicted of immoral conduct (Rev. Laws 1897, p. 632). 

The Minnesota board may refuse or revoke for unprofes¬ 
sional, dishonorable, or immoral conduct (Stat. of Minn. 1894, 
§ 7893). 

In Montana the board has the power to refuse or revoke 
licenses for unprofessional, dishonorable, or immoral conduct 
(Codes Ann., Pol. Code, § 603). 

The Nebraska board has power to refuse or revoke for 
unprofessional or dishonorable conduct (Comp. Stat. 1897,. 
§ 3697). 

In Nevada the board is authorized to refuse or revoke for 
unprofessional or dishonorable conduct (Corap. L. 1900, § 1547). 

In New Mexico the board must refuse to issue a certificate 
to individuals guilty of unprofessional or dishonorable con- 
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dwci, and it may revoke for like cause (Corap. L. 1897, 

§ 36.97). 

The board of North Carolina has power to rescind upon 
satisfactory proof that the licensee has been guilty of grossly 
immoral conduct (Code 1883, vol. 2, § 3133). 

In North Dakota the board may refuse or revoke for dis¬ 
honorable conduct, chronic or persistent inebriety, or criminal 
abortion (Revised Codes 1899, § 277). 

In Rhode Island the board is authorized to refuse or re¬ 
voke licenses for “ grossly unprofessional conduct of a character 
likely to deceive or defraud the public (Gen. Laws, cap. 165, 

§ 5; and see State Board of Health v. Roy, 22 R. L, 538). 

Similar statutes will be found in Maine, Ohio, Utah, Ver¬ 
mont, Wasliington, West Virginia, Wyoming, and other 
States. 

And the constitutionality of such statutes has been invari¬ 
ably upheld. 

22 American and English Encyclopaedia of Law, 
second edition, 784, 785, and cases cited. 

Meffert v. Boarrl of Medical Registration and Exam¬ 
ination, 72 Pacific Reporter, 247. 

It has been the practice, almost from time iminemorial, to 
require good moral character and honorable conduct as a 
condition of the right to practice medicine. 

‘'I see no constitutional objections to the law, 1 R.S., 452, 
under which the proceedings in this case were had ; it under¬ 
takes to regulate, by some general provisions, the practice of 
physic and surgery in this State; and with a view to the 
moral character, as well as the learning and skill of the mem¬ 
bers of this most useful and responsible profession, it gives to 
the county medical societies the right to try any of their members 
against whom specific charges of gross ignorance or misconduct 
in his profession, or of immoral conduct or habits, may be ' 
brought. * * * The trial and acquittal of the defendant 

upon the indictment for producing the abortion was no bar 
to this proceeding; they are entirely distinct and independ¬ 
ent proceedings, having different objects and results in view 
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the one having regard to the general werfare and criminal 
justice of the State; tlie other simply and exclusively to the 
respectability and character of the medical profession, and the 
consequences connected with or necessarily flowing from it” 
(Sutherland, J., in Matter of Smith, 10 Wend., N. Y., 449). 

Mr. Justice Brewer, speaking for the Supreme Court of the 
United Slates in Hawker v. State of New York, 170 U. S., 
189, among other things said : 

“ No precise limits have been placed upon the police power 
of a State, and yet it is clear that legislation which simply 
defines the qualifications of one who attempts to practice 
medicine is a proper exercise of that power. Care for the 
2 )ublic health is something confessedly belonging to the do¬ 
main of that power. The ph 5 ’sician is one whose relations 
to life and health are of tlie most intimate character. It is 
fitting, not merel}’’ that he should possess a knowledge of 
diseases and tlioir remedies, but also that he should be one 
who may safely be trusted to apply those remedies. Character is 
as important a qualification as Icnoiuledge, and if the legisla¬ 
ture may properly require a definite course of instruction, 
or a certain examination as to learning, it may with equal 
propriety prescribe what evidence of good character shall be 
furnished. These propositions have been often affirmed. 
In Dent v. West Virginia, 129 U. S., 114, 122, it was said in 
i’es{?ect to the qualifications of a j^hysician; ‘The power of 
tlie State to provide for the general welfare of its peojile 
authorizes it to prescribe all such regulations as, in its judgment, 
ivill secure or tend to secure them against the consequences of ig¬ 
norance and incapacity asioellas deception and fraud.’ ” 

In Tliompson v. Hazen, 2S Maine, 108, it was said ; 

“ It cannot be doubted that it was the policy of the statute 
of 1831 to discourage from entering upon the practice of 
medicine and surgery b}^ persons who were deficient in pro¬ 
fessional knowledge and skill. The subsequent statute 
■ removed impediments before existing ; but its authors were 
careful that human health and life should not be exposed 
witliout some restraint, b}' being committed to the charge of 
unprincipled and vicious men so long as the law should re¬ 
main in force. It could not have been intended that persons 
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destitute of the moral qualification required should have full 
opportunit}!' to enter professionally the families of the worthy 
but unsuspecting, be admitted to the secrets which the sick- 
chamber must often entrust to them, and afterwards, by a 
real or pretended reformation, or by a removal to a distant 
part of the State, wliere their former character might be un¬ 
known, obtain their certificates.” 

The court in State v. State Medical Examining Board, 32 
Minn., 327, used the following language; 

“ The legislature has surely the same power to require as a 
condition of the right to practice this profession that the prac¬ 
titioner, shall be possessed of the qua lification of honor and a good 
moral character, as it has to require that he shall be learned in 
the profession. It cannot be doubted that the legislature has 
authoritj', in the exercise of its general police power, to 
make sucli reasonable requirements as may be calculated to 
bar from admission to this profession dishonorable men 
whose principles and practices are such as to render tiiem 
unfit to be entrusted with the discharge of its duties. And 
as tlie duty of determining upon these qualifications, both as 
to learning and skill and as to honor and moral fitness, must 
from necessity be committed to some person or body other 
than the legislature, we see no reason why it may not be 
committed to the legally constituted body of men, learned in this 
profession, named in this act. 

“ We are referred to no decision, and we have found none, 
sustaining the position of the relator that an adverse de¬ 
termination of such a body upon such a question, by reason 
of which the applicant is precluded from engaging in the 
practice of his profession, deprives liim of his property with¬ 
out due process of law, or that such enactments are for any 
reason xmconstitutional. On the contrary, such enactments 
have been repeatedly enforced, and their constitutionality 
sustained, in cases involving a consideration of those pro¬ 
visions relating to the mode of determining the qualification 
of the practitioner in respect to learning. (See Thompson v. 
Staats, 15 Wend., 395; State v. Goldman, 44 Texas, 104; 
Bichardson v. Dorman, 28 Ala., 679 ; Bibber v. Simpson, 59 
Maine, 181.) 

“ The legislative requirement of a good moral character 
has also been sustained (Thompson v. Hazen, 25 Maine, 104. 
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See, also, Wert v. Clutter, 37 Ohio St., 347, 349). As has 
been already suggested, there can be no distinction upon con¬ 
stitutional grounds as to the mode of determining in regard to 
professional or intellectual fitness and as to moral fitness for the 
profession. The means properly adopted by the legislature 
to determine the one cannot be said to be unconstitutional 
when prescribed for the determination of the other.” 

Said the court in the case of Eastman v. The State, 109 
Ind., 278 : 

“ It is, no one can doubt, of high importance to the com¬ 
munity, that health, limb and life should not be left to the 
treatment of ignorant pretenders and charlatans. It is 
within tlie power of the legislature to enact such laws as 
will protect the people from ignorant pretenders and secure 
them the services of reputable, skilled and learned men.” 

The supreme court of Missouri, in State v. Hathaway, 115 
Mo., 36, 47, said, intei' alia : 

“ The legislature, then, in the interest of society, and to pre¬ 
vent the imposition ©f quacks, adventurers and charlatans 
upon the ignorant and credulous, has the power to prescribe 
the qualifications of those whom the State permits to prac¬ 
tice medicine. To ascertain whether they come to the stand¬ 
ard the State prescribes, it is within the power of the legis¬ 
lature to provide for a hoard of experts who shall conduct the 
examinations. All this is within the scope of the legislative 
branch of the Government; and the objection is now made, 
that because this law vests in this board the power to exam¬ 
ine not only into the literary and technical acquirements of 
the applicant, but also into his moral character, it is a grant 
of judicial power, and is without force.” 

“ To require this is an exercise of the police power for the 
protection of the public against incompetents and impo.stors, 
and is in no sense the creation of a monopoly of special 
privileges. The door stands open to all who possess the 
requisite age and good character, and can stand the examina¬ 
tion which is exacted of all applicants” (State v. Call, 121 
N. Car., 646). 

“ The police power of the State, upon which such legisla¬ 
tion is founded, may be exercised in regulating the practice 






ot medicine so as to protect the people from ignorance and 
incapacity, as well as from deception and fraud ” (State v, 
Wilcox, 64 Kans., 789). 

And in the recent case of Meffert v. Board of Medical 
Registration and Examination, aforecited, the supreme court 
of Kansas in affirming the decision of the lower court used 
this language, which seems somewhat apposite: 

“One of the rights reserved to the State is to determine 
the qualifications for office, and the conditions upon which 
citizens may exercise the various callings and pursuits within its 
limits. This power was recognized in England more than 
300 years ago, and has been the law of that country ever 
since (Dr. Bonliam’s case, 8 Coke, 114a). In Dent. v. West 
Virginia, 129 U. S., 114, 122, 123, the court said: ‘The 
power of the State to provide for the general welfare of its 
people authorizes it to prescribe all such regulations as, in its 
judgment, will secure or tend to secure them against the conse¬ 
quences of ignorance and incapacity as well as of deception and 
fraud. As one means to this end, it has been the practice of 
different States, from time immemorial, to exact in many 
pursuits a certain degree of skill and learning, upon which 
the community may confidently rely.’ A surfeit of au¬ 
thority might be cited, holding that the State, in the exer¬ 
cise of its police power, may prescribe the qualifications 
which a physician must possess before entering upon the 
practice of medicine or surgery. * * rpi^g State 

Board of Medical Registration and Examination is not a 
judicial tribunal. While it may be said to act quasi 
judicially, it is only a ministerial board, and performs no 
judicial functions. It is classed with such boards as the 
county boards of equalization, boards for the examination of 
applicants for teachers’ certificates, city councils in granting 
and refusing a business or occupation license, and numerous 
other boards of similar character. Such boards perform no 
judicial functions, are not judicial tribunals, and have never 
been classed as such (State v. State Board of Medical Ex¬ 
aminers, 34 Minn., 387; Wilkins v. State, 113 Ind., 614; State 
ex rel. Burroughs v. Webster, 150 Ind., 607; State v. Hatha¬ 
way, 115 Mo., 36; State Board of Health v. Roy, 22 R. I., 
638). * * * It is further contended that the right of 

a physician to practice his profession is a property right, of 
2 
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which he cannot be deprived without due process of law, 
which plaintiff in error construes to mean the judgment of a 
constitutionally created court. We have seen that it is within 
the police power of a State to prescribe the qualifications of one 
desiring to practice medicine, and also to provide for the crea¬ 
tion of a board or tribunal to make the examination, and de¬ 
termine whetlier the applicant fora license to follow this pro¬ 
fession possesses the required qualifications, and, if so, to issue 
to him such license. It must follow that the Slate may confer 
upon the same board or tribunal the power to revoke such license 
if it should thereafter be made to appear that the license should 
not have been issued, or if, for any reason, the holder thereof 
since its issuance had become disqualified. The argument is 
that to deprive a physician of his right to practice medicine 
otherwise than by a judgment of forfeiture by a judicial 
tribunal is without due process of law, and is in violation of 
section 1, art. 14, of the Constitution of the United States, 
which declares, ‘ Nor shall any State deprive any person of 
life, liberty or property without due process of law.’ This 
constitutional provision is not a restriction or limitation on 
the police power of the State to pass and enforce such laws 
as, in its judgment, will inure to the healtii, moraZs, or gen- 
eral welfare of its people. Such power is reserved to the State, 
and has been so recognized by all courts since the adoption 
of this amendment. * ^ 'Pbia contention is very aptly 

and forcibly answered by the supreme court of Minnesota in 
State V. Board of Medical Examiners, 84 Minn., 387, where it 
was said: “ The radical fallacy in this chain of argument is 
the assumption that the revocation of such a license is the 
exercise of judicial power. ‘ Due process of law,’ or ‘ the law 
of the land,’ which means the same thing, is not necessaril}' 
judicial proceedings. Private rights and the enjoyment of 
property ir.ay be interfered with by the legislative or execu¬ 
tive, as well as the judicial, department of government. 
When it is declared that a person shall not be deprived of 
his property without ‘ due process of law,’ it means such an 
exercise of the powers of government as the settled maxims 
of law permit and sanction, under such safeguards as these 
maxims prescribe for the class of cases to which the one in 
question belongs, h; jj; ijjjg never been held that 
the granting, or refusing to grant, such a license as this, was 
the exercise of judicial power; a7id there is no possible dis¬ 
tinction m this 7'espect between refusing to gra^it a license and

revoking one already granted. Both acts are an exercise of the 
police power. The power exei'cised and the object of its exercise 
is in each case identical, viz., to exclude an incompetent or un- 
worthy person from this employment. Therefore, the same body 
which may be vested with the power to grant or refuse to grant 
a license may also be vested with the power to revoke. The 
statutes of all the Slates are full of enactments giving the power 
to revoke licenses of dealers, innkeepers, hackmen, draymen, 
pawnbrokers, auctioneers, pilots, engineers, and the like, to the 
same bodies, boards, or officers luho are authorized to issue them, 
such as city councils, county commissioners, selectmen, boards 
of excise, etc. The constitutionality of such laivs, as a valid 
exercise of the police power, has often been sustained, and, indeed, 
rarely Questioned.” 

In State v. Dent, 25 West Virginia, 1, 20, affirmed by the 
Supreme Court of the United States (Dent v. West Virginia, 
supra), the court said ; 

“ Of course the courts have no right to decide or consider 
whether the legislature has acted wisely in determining xvhat 
are the requisite qualifications which one must possess before he. 
can practice medicine. * * * This is obviously a purely 
legislative question. * * * if this court, under such 
law and general declarations as to what should be the proper 
functions of government, undertook to declare void an act of 
the legislature xvhich, according to our notions, violated these 
indejinite fundamental principles of government, simply because 
we deemed the legislative action, though within the scope of their 
authority, arbitrary, unjust, or oppressive, we would ourselves be 
clearly usurping authority; and I cannot see that the situa¬ 
tion of our citizens would be improved by being subject to 
the arbitrary and unlimited control of the courts. On the 
contrary, it seems to me that this would constitute the worst 
of all tyrannies.” 

In the case of Wilkins v. State, 113 Ind., 514, 516, the 
court states the law thus: 

■ “The legislature, as the law-making power, has authority 
to prescribe the method of procedure. Its authority does not 
end with declaring what qualifications he who enters upon 
the practice of that profession shall possess. As it hasplenary 
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power over the whole subject, it alone must be the judge of what 
is wise and expedient, both as to the qualifications required and 
as to the method of aseetiaining those qualijications.’’ 

See State v. Webster, 150 Ind., 621. 

“ Whether a statute is or is not a reasonable one is a legis¬ 
lative and not a judicial question. Whether a statute does 
or does not unjustly deprive the citizen of natural rights is 
a question for the legislature and not for the courts. There 
is no certain standard for determining what are or what are 
not the natural rights of the citizen. The legislature is just 
as capable of determining the question as the courts.”

In People v. Dental Examiners, 110 Ill., 180, it was held 
that the board of medical examiners possessed the power to 
determine as a fact whether a dental college was or was not 
a reputable institution. 

“ The purpose of the statute,” said the court in Prance v. 
State, 57 Ohio St., 5, “ undoubtedly is, by enforcing the re¬ 
quirements it has prescribed for the admission of persons to 
the practice of medicine in the State, to prevent those from 
engaging in the practice of that profession who, from lack of 
proper knowledge or want of moral rectitude, are unfit to 
be entrusted with its important and responsible duties. The 
power to pass upon the qualifications required must neces¬ 
sarily be committed to some board or body other than the 
legislature, and may be not inaptly characterized as adminis¬ 
trative rather than judicial, within the meaning of the Con¬ 
stitution. These provisions of the statute, it is further con¬ 
tended, are in conflict with section 10 of article 1 of the 
Federal Constitution, which prohibits the passage by any 
State of e.e post facto laws and bills of attainder. But we are 
of the opinion they are not. The certificates which the 
board is authorized to I’efuse or revoke are those pro¬ 
vided for by the act. When a person makes his applica¬ 
tion for a certificate, he invokes such action of the board as 
it is authorized to take under the act, which is either to grant or 
refuse the certificate as the facts brought before it may appear to 
warrant. The ref usal to grant it, when that it done in accord- 
a/nce wiih the act, leaves the applicant in no different situation

from that which he occupied before his application was made. 
And when he accepts a certificate granted by the board he holds 
it subject to the provisions of the statute at the time it was issued. 
The power of revocation then residing in the board, for any of the 
causes mentioned in the statute, attaches to the certificate as one of 
the terms and conditions upon which it was granted and ac¬ 
cepted and becomes a part of it, as much so as if expressed in it: 
So that neither the refusal to grant nor the revocation of the cer¬ 
tificate has any retroactive operation, nor imposes any new or ad¬ 
ditional punishment or disability for a past act." 

All public acts are presumed to be correct. Omnia jwxsu- 
muntur rite esse acta. Accordingly a statute must be pre¬ 
sumed to be constitutional and valid, unless on its face it 
clearly appears to be otliervvise. 

“ There is a presumption in favor of the constitutionality 
of a statute, and in accordance therewith, when a statute is 
susceptible of two constructions, one of which supports the 
act and gives it effect and the other renders it unconstitu¬ 
tional and void, the former will be adopted, even though 
the latter may be the more natural interpretation of the 
language used. If doubt exists as to the constitutionality of 
the statute, the benefit of the doubt is to be given to the 
law.”

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• In Lansburgh v. District of Columbia (11 App. D. C., 
5l2) this court said : 

“ It is only, therefore, in a case where the statute purport¬ 
ing to have been enacted for the protection of the public health, 
safety, peace, and morals, ‘has no real or substa7itial relation to 
those objects, or is a palpable invasion of the I'ights secured by 
the fundamental law,* that the courts will declare it void 
(Mugler V. Kansas, 123 IJ. S., 623; Yick Wo v. Hopkins, 
118 U. a, 356, 373; Powell v. Pennsylvania, 127 U. S., 678, 
784 ; City of Baltimore v. Radecke, 49 Md., 217).” 


The meaning of the phrase “ unprofessional or dishonor¬ 
able conduct” is plain and unambiguous. It does not sig¬ 
nify merely unprofessional conduct, but means conduct that 
is dishonorable, and a man who cannot tell what dishonor¬ 
able conduct is is not fit to be a physician. 

In State v. Medical Examining Board, 32 Minn., 324, re¬ 
ferred to with approval by the Supreme Court of the United 
States in Hawker v. New York, supra, the court said : 

“We will add, as our construction of the words ‘unpro¬ 
fessional or dishonorable conduct,’ as used in section 9, that we 
do not think that the legislation contemplated matters of 
jnerely professional ethics, but that the term ‘ unprofessional’ 
was used convertibly with ‘dishonorable.’ The meaning may 
be expressed by using the conjunction in place of the dis¬ 
junctive or (West V. Clutler, 37 Ohio St., 347, 350; AVeston 
V. Loyhed, 30 Minn., 221). It might, for instance, be deemed 
unprofessional for the members of one school of medical 
practice to consult professionally with a member of a differ¬ 
ent school; but sucli matters are not within i\\Q plain pm'- 
pose of the act, which was the affording of protection to the 
people against ignoi'ant, unqualified and unworthy practitioners 
of this pi'ofession.”

The statute regulating the practice of medicine should be 
given a latitudiuarian and liberal construction, to the end 
that the beneficial object of its enactment may be accom¬ 
plished. 
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in a criminal prosecution for violation of the law regulating 
the sale of intoxicating liquor in the District of Columbia, 
this court said: 

“ Notwithstanding the penal clauses, without which it 
would be a dead letter, the act is to be regarded as a general 
revenue and remedial statute, and given a liberal and, at the 
same time, reasonable construction in aid of the remedy rather 
than a strict and narrow one in the interest only of those xuho 
violate or evade its provisions ” (Lauer v. District of Columbia, 
11 App. D. C., 453). 

Appellant’s counsel discusses the right to practice medicine 
as though it were a vested property right and that the rev¬ 
ocation of bis client’s license was an infringement of that 
right. But such is not the law. There is no vested right to 
practice either the medical or legal profession, as will be 
seen from the authorities hereinbefore cited. It is a mere 
privilege. The State may regulate the practice, and the 
power to regulate extends to tlie point of absolutely taking 
away the right to practice if the provisions of the statute 
are not complied with. 

“ No one has any right to practice law or medicine except 
under the regulations the State may prescribe. To practice 
in the courts or to practice medicine is not a privilege of 
citizenship, and is therefore neither given nor protected by 
or under the civil-rights act of Congress or the new amend¬ 
ments to the Constitution. The privilege may be given to one 
sex and denied to the other, and other discriminations equally 
arbitrary may doubtless be established ” (Cooley on Torts, 
289). 

In Bradwell v. State, 16 Wall., 139, the Supreme Court of 
the United States said : 

“ The opinion just delivered in the Slaughther-house cases 
renders elaborate argument in the present case unnecessary ; 
for, unless we are wholly and radically mistaken in the 
principles on which these cases are decided, the right to con¬ 
trol and regulate the granting of license to practice law iu 
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the courts, of a State is one of those powers which are not 
transferred for its protection to the Federal Government, and 
its exercise is in no manner governed or controlled by citizen¬ 
ship of the United States in the party seeking such license.” 

See, also, In re Lockwood, 154 U. S., 116. 

“ The right to control and regulate the granting of licenses 
to practice law in the courts of a State is one of those powers 
which are not transferred for protection to the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment, and its exercise is in no manner governed or con¬ 
trolled by citizenship of the United States in the party seek¬ 
ing such license. And that the right to engage in such 
. practice is not ‘ a privilege or immunity of a citizen of the 
United States, within the meaning of the first section of the 
fourteenth article of amendment of the Constitution of 
the United States.’ There is no apparent ground of distinc¬ 
tion in this respect between the right to engage in the pi’ac- 
tice of medicine and that of engaging in the practice of law ” 
(France v. State, 57 Ohio St., 1, 25). 

An act recently passed by the legislature of New Jersey, 
making new requirements for the practice of dentistry within 
the State, has been held not to impair vested rights (State v. 
Chapman, 69 N. J. L., 464). 

It is true that section 2 of the aforesaid act of Congress 
provides that “ said board shall make, subject to the approval 
of the Commissioners of the District of Columbia, such regu¬ 
lations as may be necessary to carry into effect the provisions of 
this act;” but are not the board and the Commissioners to 
decide what regulations are necessary to carry into effect 
the provisions of this act ” ? Asa matter of fact regulations 
were made by the board, with the approval of the Commis¬ 
sioners, shortly after the passage of said act, respecting ex¬ 
aminations of applicants for licenses to practice medicine in 
the District of Columbia, but said board and the said Com¬ 
missioners determined that it was not necessary to formulate 
a definition of the phrase “ unprofessional or dishonorable 
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conduct ” in order to carry into effect the provisions of said 
act. Was not such decision final ? 

As this court said in Railroad Company v. District of 
Columbia (10 Appeals, 111), “ The Commissioners are the 
governing body with duties chiefly executive, but they may 
and do exercise certain powers of local legislation or munic¬ 
ipal regulation under the direction of Congress.” 

And again, in Macfarland v. Railroad Company (18 Ap- 
deals, 456), this honorable court used this language: 

“The Commissioners are charged by law with tlie duty of 
protecting the public health and promoting the safety of per¬ 
sons and property in the District of Columbia. It must be 
remembered that the Commissioners, too, occupy a position 
of important public trust, as well as a position of impar¬ 
tiality; they are commissioned to sia7id between the public 
interests and welfare, 07i the one hand, ayid private indifference 
and selfishness upon the olh&i'J’ 

In the case of State v. Chittenden, 112 Wis., 569, it was 
held that: 

“Since the law does not define the method by which the 
State board of dental examiners shall proceed to determine 
the reputability of a dental college when that is material to 
its official action, such board may perform its duty in that 
regard in any reasonable way it may deem proper, and can¬ 
didates for licenses to practice the profession of dentistry 
must submit to its judgments so long as the}'^ are within the 
boundaries of reason and common sense.” 

The prohibition of ex post, facto laws relates solely to 
criminal proceedings, and is in nowise applicable to such a 
proceeding as this. 

“ It is well settled that the phrase ex post facto, as used in 
the Constitution ot the United States and the constitutions 
of the several States, applies only to penal and criminal pro- 
ceedings which impose punishments or forfeitures, and not to 
civil proceedings which affect private rights retr®spectively.”

The contention that the appellant “ stood trial before said 
board upon the identical charge herein alleged against him 
upon a former oomplaint, and final judgment was rendered, 
and he cannot be again placed in jeopard}* for one and the 
same offense,” is so palpably unsound as to call for no other 
answer than a simple denial. It would appear that appel¬ 
lant’s counsel himself has abandoned the point, as no attempt 
is made in his brief to maintain it. The appellant is not in 
“jeopardy ” and never has been in “jeopardy” before the 
Board of Medical Supervisors. 

“In law the term ‘jeopardy’ is used to designate the 
danger of conviction and punishment which the defendant 
in a criminal action incurs when a valid indictment has 
been found and a petit jury has been impaneled and sworn 
to try the case and give a verdict.”

The language of the court in Lynch v. Chase, 55 Kans., 
377, is worthy of notice here: 

“As the committee does not constitute a court, and as the 
incidents and common-law rights of a court trial are not re¬ 
quired, the objections made in regard to certain informali¬ 
ties and irregularities are unavailing. Tliere is no room for 
the application of the doctrine of res adjudicata in such pro¬ 
ceedings, and the fact that other charges against the defend¬ 
ant had been made and investigated does not operate to 
defeat the present proceedings. The allegation that the 
testimony was insufficient to sustain the findings is without 
force. The evidence was heard and considered by a tribu¬ 
nal created for that purpose, and the duty of determining its 
sufficiency, belongs to that tribunal, and not to the court.” 
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CONCLUSION. 

It is respectfully submitted that the opinion of the Ken¬ 
tucky court in Matthews v. Murphy, 63 S. W. Rep., 785, is 
not entitled to the weight that counsel for the appellant seems 
to give it. The Kentuck}' statute is different from the one 
under consideration here, and it will be observed that in 
that case the court merely held that the failure to define 
“unprofessional conduct” rendered the statute void for un¬ 
certainty. It will also be observed that one of the judges 
dissented from the reasoning of the court, and one judge was 
not a member of the court at the time the case was heard. 

The Kentucky court, however, in its opinion in this case, 
used this language: 

“If the legislature desires to declare for what acts or con¬ 
duct a physician’s license to practice medicine shall be re¬ 
voked, it is competent to do so, and to vest in some tribunal the 
authority to investigate and try the charge which may be made 
under such a statute.” 

The statute passed upon by the court in Ex parte McNulty, 
77 Cal., 170, a habeas corpus case referred to in appellant’s 
brief, is also different from our statute and more widely so 
than the Kentucky statute; and it will be seen that in this 
case, too, one of the judges dissented from the opinion of 
the court. Moreover, it will be observed that this case grew 
out of a criminal prosecution. 

A proceeding to revoke the license of a physician is not a 
criminal proceeding, and we submit, therefore, that many of 
the cases cited in appellant’s brief have no applicability 
whatever to the case at bar. 

It will be seen that the case of a medical practitioner ac¬ 
cused of misconduct is analogous to that of a legal prac¬ 
titioner, and in order for any acts or conduct to be a ground 
for striking the name of an attorney from the rolls it is not 
essential that they be such as would subject him to indict- 
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ment or to any civil liability; any conduct on the part of 
an attorney evidencing his unfitness for the confidence and 
trust which attend the relation of attorney and client and 
the practice of law before the courts or showing such lack 
of personal honesty or of good moral character as to render 
him unworthy of public confidence constitutes a ground for 
his disbarment.

That a proceeding to disbar an attorney is not a criminal 
proceeding is a proposition well established.

“ The mistake of the plaintiff is that he regards the act 
of the court in dismissing a member from the bar for mis¬ 
conduct as a criminal or quasi criminal proceeding, and the 
order as a personal punishment.

And the Supreme Court of the United States, affirming 
the judgment of the supreme court of the District of Co¬ 
lumbia in this case, speaking through Mr. Justice Field, 
said: 

“This power of removal from the bar is possessed by all 
courts whicli have authority to admit attorneys to practice. 
It is a power which should only be exercised for the most 
weighty reasons, such as would render the continuance of 
the attorney in practice incompatible with a proper respect 
of the court for itself or a proper regard for the integrity of 
the profession.”
